The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest a method for cutting a strip of tissue of width W 
including the steps of providing an elongate cutting tube has at least on curve, a 
protruding tip having first and second lateral cutting edges formed at the distal end of 
cutting tube, wherein the cutting edges that being separated by a distance D which 
equal to the width W of the trip of tissue to be cut, advancing the cutting edges to cut 
the width W of trip of tissue and slidably enters through the distal end opening of the 
cutting tube.
